M o n t e r e y , September ¿2d.—Intelligence 
was brought to town yesterday that one of 
the Forem an boys, who lives near the head 
of the Carmel river, had found the long- 
lost m ine, know n by the early settlers as 
the “ Maria Homan m ine.” 
It has often 
been told how this Indian woman used to 
go away, and in the co-rse of a few days 
would return with large am ounts of silver 
ore, which she would assay herself at the 
m ine. W here the m ine was has always 
been a mystery, and even to-day some of 
the old Indians « o u n d Monterey tell about 
the lost m ine w hich old Maria Roman had. 
During m any years past some of onr old 
citizens have occasionally organized parties 
and hunted in vain for the hidden treasure. 
T hat the m ine was not far oil was evident 
from the statem ent made by the Indians 
that old M aria would leave the mission 
and return next day with the ore. 
The m ine, if accounts are correct, is lo­ 
cated near the head of the Carmel river, 
about fifteen miles from Monterey, and was 
found by Mr. Forem an while deer-hunting. 
H e also found, according to the story of 
the party who brought the news, an old 
furnace and 
other 
instrum ents 
which 
Maria used to crush the ore. 
The news has created great excitem ent 
here, and 
several 
parties are m aking 
preparations to go to the m ine. If the 
story is correct, which no one doubts, it 
will be a great thing for Monterey. T hat 
the m ine is located near Monterey is a 
known fact, but no one, not even the good 
old fathers of the mission, could ever get 
the old Indian woman to reveal its where­ 
abouts. Many of the old candlesticks used 
at the old Carmel Mission were made of 
the silver from this m ine. T he party who 
brought the news aiso brought a piece of 
the rock, which, from appearance, is very 
rich, 


A L L Q U IE T A T H A C K B E R K Y .

K in g m a n (A. T ), September ¿2d.—The 
following is the situation here at p resen t: 
Yesterday about twelve families came in 
from the Big Sandy, Chloride and other 
places. Most of them are ranch people, 
and were frightened by the reports that 
have been put in circulation concerning the 
hostile Indians. These people are pro­ 
voked at the town people for m aking sport 
over their fright, w hile they are not to 
blame, as they and their families are 
isolated and unprotected. 
The stockmen m et to-day and arranged 
plans 
of action independent of others. 
They sent two old soldiers and good men 
out to Grass Springs to interview the In ­ 
dians and ascertain, if possible, their inten­ 
tions. and to persuade them to disperse. 
Id case they refuse to disperse twenty-five 
or fifty men, well arm ed, are to meet at 
Hack berry, whence they will proceed to 
the Indian camp and force the Indians to 
disperse or fight. 
Residents here regard 
these resolutions as serious, if carried out, 
but the stockmen say they are bound to 
put an end to the m atter one way or tbe 
other, and will not return hom e with their 
families until the trouble is settled. Thev 
are all determ ined meD, and if the Indians 
refuse to disperse, and the whites carry out 
their th reats.it is likely to precipitate a 
serious state of affairs. 
The two men sent out' this evening will 
arrive at the camp to-morrow. The others 
are waiting here until these parties return. 
They have horses and arm s ready to pro­ 
ceed at once in case the Indians refuse to 
disperse, and seem determined to end the 
m atter by force if necessary. 
Major Bowman of F o rt Mojave is now 'at 
H ackberry and ba3 sent a messenger to the 
Indian camp to ascertain the situation. He 
says be does not intend to have the citizens 
of Mojave county all scared to death. 
Peo 
pie here are displeased at the sensational 
reports in a San Francisco paper which 
tend to m ake m atters worse. It is now ex­ 
pected that the trouble will be settled or 
hostilities declared w ithin the next two or 
three days.

These are the sutt, or rain speculators, and 
the system, as explained by the lessee of 
the compound in w hich it is carried on, is 
extrem ely simple. 
On the roof of his of­ 
fice is a ditch which will hold eigbt surs of 
water. 
If a rain-cloud burst and the fall 
exceeds this amount, the overflow is dis­ 
charged into the compound by a spout. 
This decides all the bets, those who wa­ 
gered it would rain winning. T he bets are 
entered by the proprietor in a book, the 
commission being one price per rupee, and 
the transactions being all settled at 10 
o’clock the following morning. 
A de­ 
faulter is hardly ever know n; the gam­ 
blers are mostly money lenders, men of 
substance, and well known to each other. 
They are a cIass by themselves, and the 
stakes are usually inconsiderable, whereas 
in Bombay it is not unusual to have thou­ 
sands of rupees on the rain. 
The system 
has one advantage—rain-clouds can not be 
m anipulated ; they can not be loaded like 
dice, or “faked” like horses; there are no 
handicappers, no starters, no owners and 
no jockeys.— Times of India.

P a r i s , September 22d.—N otwithstanding 
the fact that the electoral contest was pro­ 
ceeding, the streets of Paris early to-day 
present a deserted aspect. 
Rain cleared the 
boulevards and kept the people within 
doors. 
Country visitors to the exhibition left 
the ciiy yesterday for their respective de­ 
partm ents, to participate in the elections, 
leaving different sections of the exhibition 
less crowded than usual. 
Crowds of electors have thronged the 
mairies for the last two days, obtaining 
voting papers. 
It is, therefore, im probable 
that the prediction of a large falling off in 
the vote will be fulfilled. 
Voting began at 8 a . m . 
Around the 
electoral nrns representatives of the differ­ 
ent parties kept assidious watch. There 
was no excitement or bustle anywhere. 
Telegrams from the provinces reported 
equal tranquillity. 
After 3 o’clock the 
polling places were thronged; still, perfect 
order prevailed. 
The crowds were good- 
humored, and there was no apparent ten­ 
dency to disturbance. 
Tbe authorities had taken elaborate pre­ 
cautions against a riot, but there was no 
display of force in the streets. 
Soldiers were kept in readiness in the 
barracks, and the police were massed under 
cover at various points with instructions to 
rem ain inactive unless compelled to inter­ 
fere 
The clergy of M ontm artre ordered pray­ 
ers in Boulanger’s favor. There was a riot 
at Avignon. A crowd forced the doors of 
a building occupied by a Boulangist com ­ 
mittee, burned the voting papers and set 
fire to the building. Then the crowd went 
to a Boulangist club, broke in the doors, 
wrecked the furniture, and drove out the 
members. 
At 11 p . m . it is announced that Boulan­ 
ger has been elected at M ontmartre, in the 
first Seine Dis'rict. 
A nother ballot wili 
be necessary, no candidate having received 
the requisite m ajority. In the St. George 
Pantheon and Faubourg Si. Honoré Dis­ 
tricts another ballot will be taken. 
The returns from the provinces are com­ 
ing in slowly. The Venet, M inister of 
Justice, is elected in the second district of 
Lyons. 
Iu the olher divisions of Lyons 
second ballots will be necessary. 
In all 
the divisions of Bordeaux second ballots 
will have to be taken 
In the first district 
of Havre. Siegfried (Republican) is defeated 
bv Marichand, a Boulangist. 
There was great uproar at the office of the 
Preste, M ontmartre, where Ihe announce­ 
ments ot Boulanger’s victory in M ont­ 
m artre was displayed on a transparence. 
The news was received with mingled cheers 
and hoots by rival contingents. A row 
seemed im m inent, and the police and 
mounted guards charged upou and dis­ 
persed the crowd. Several persons were 
arrested. 


P a r i s , September 23d.—1 a . m .— Minister 
of Finance Rouvier has been elected iu 
Grasse and in Alpes M aritim e’s divisions, 
and M. Meline, President of the Chamber 
of Deputies, in the Vcsges division. The 
Boulangists have gained two seats. There 
are only six definite results in Paris—oue 
Republican. Brisson (who defeated Tliibau-

P a r i s , September 23d—4 a . m.—It is re­ 
ported that Lockroy and Clemenceau are 
elected, and there appears to be no chance 
of the Conservatives winning a single seat 
in Paris.

N e w Y o r k , September 22d.—The Tri­ 
bune’s London cable say s:

im portant. 
H is prim ary object is to press 
the claims of Vancouver as against San 
Francisco as the term inus of the new trans­ 
pacific steam ship route. Canada has al­ 
ready promised £100,000 for an eighteen- 
knot" service between England and Canada, 
and is prepared to give £25,000 for the pro­ 
posed service between Vancouver and Syd­ 
ney, New South Wales. Mr. Abbott wishes 
to induce the A ustralians to contribute 
£25.000 toward the Pacific subvention to 
secure fes! boats capable of giving a twenty- 
eight days’ mail service between London 
and Sydney. H e will not find that the col­ 
onies are of the same m ind about encour­ 
aging th e Pacific route. 
South America will certainly object to 
this line, because it would injure Adelaide 
and possibly Melbourne, which m aintains 
a bitter rivalry with Sydney and will not 
care to see the other capital of New South 
Wales profit by Mr. Abbott’s proposal. 
Sydney’ may be content to sit still and see 
w hether the United States m ay not offer 
more liberal term s than Canada in order to 
m aintain the present San Francisco route 
for m ails and commerce. 
W e do not suffi­ 
ciently know the terms of Mr. Abbott’s in ­ 
tercolonial tariff scheme, but that he takes 
some project in his portm anteau is the be­ 
lief of everybody who has any knowledge 
of the subject. 
Behind all this is the Pa­ 
cific cable project, which 
Canada also 
strongly supports. 
The A ustralian colo­ 
nies deem it a pious aspiration, but are not 
as eager as Canada to spend money on tbe 
scheme. They do not more than half em ­ 
ploy the existing cable route to England.

THE NEW PROPOSITION. 


The proposition of Senator Caminetti, to 
which we referred on Saturday, to have 
the counties at the next State Fair exhibit 
in two or three grand groups, has met with 
much favor, and some opposition. 
It is 
gratifying to know that it is discussed 
warmly. The objections raised to it are 
two in number, and neither, we think, are 
of sufficient force to overthrow the proposi­ 
tion. 
First, that the competition between 
valley and foothill and mountain counties 
would generate ill feeling; second, that it 
is impracticable to handle all the counties 
of one class in an exhibit, as local jeal. 
ousies would develop, and, as a result, there 
would be inharmony. Now, as to the first, 
it is to be said that it is an unwarranted 
fear, and that there is nothing to justify ill 
feeling between sections in the proposition 
to group exhibits, more than in the pres­ 
ent successful scheme of competition be­ 
tween counties. Secondly, there is very 
little likelihood that the growers of apples 
the manufacturers of textile fabrics, the 
cultivators of flowers, the raisers of hops, 
would quarrel if their 
exhibits were 
grouped, any more than the exhibitors of 
live stock do now, who are and for year.? 
have been grouped at the Park ; nor than 
the agricultural implement men, who oc­ 
cupy the same annex without any mani­ 
festation of jealousy. As to the inability 
to handle many counties in one group, that 
is unworthy timorousness. In the Cen­ 
tennial Exposition, in the World’s Fair at 
New Orleans, in the great exposition held 
in Brazil, in the present Paris Exposition, 
the orderly arrangement of kinds to­ 
gether proved on trial uniformly to equal­ 
ize the exhibitors, to lessen their indi­ 
vidual expenses, and to stimulate better 
exhibitions. 
It happens that our foothill 
and mountain counties are of mixed 
character as to products; they show miner­ 
als, woods, fruits and cereals, clays and 
building stone, while the purely valley 
counties are confined to agricultural prod­ 
ucts. 
When these two exhibit as counties, 
therefore, there is inequality of competi­ 
tion, and really not that fair test that there 
should be. 
Thus we find in the premium 
lists that grasses and woods are grouped for 
a single premium. 
A hill county un­ 
questionably 
excels 
in 
woodp, and a 
valley county 
is superior in 
grasses, 
yet 
the 
award 
for 
both 
objects 
must be made to one county. So, too, a 
mountain 
county produces fruits 
and 
minerals, a valley county shows fruits 
without minerals. 
Yet between those 
two there must be an award made. But 
if all the articles of growth and manu­ 
facture were grouped by sections, in grand 
division, but retaining the county credit in 
labeling, it would make the competition as 
it shonld be, between kinds. 
Moreover 
the county character would be preserved 
as now, but the competition would be be­ 
tween those producing minerals for the 
mineral awards alone, between those pro­ 
ducing fruit for the fruit awards afone, 
between manufacturers for manufacture pre­ 
miums, etc. Then in the sections, there 
would be a grand cont -st for the distribu­ 
tion of the money award, according to the 
merit of exhibition, and that this would ex­ 
cite the liveliest and most generous com­ 
petition, goes without saying. 
In addition 
there would 
be special 
premiums for 
counties, as such, judged by their exhibits 
as a whole. 
We can conceive of the 
feasibility of the scheme, all the valley 
counties uniting in one grand displav of 
aggregated groups, and all the; foothills 
and mountain counties doing likewise, the 
whole making such an exjiosition of the 
products of California as would draw visti- 
ors from the most distant parts to witness 
it, and excite among our own people an 
interest in our productive capacity they 
have not felt liefore, in generous and lively 
competition. Besides, as we said on Satur­ 
day, the scheme will bring into the field 
a great many ¡q>ec¡*l premiums, offered by 
men of wealth in their respective counties, 
to 
stimulate 
exhibits in 
particular 
branches. 
We are satisfied that the more 
the idea is examined, the more favorable 
it will appear. As to its feasibility, we 
believe that it will call for less output of 
energy than to secure county exhibits upon 
the present plan, but the abandonment of 
which is not suggested. On the contrary, 
it is simply proposed 
to extend and 
amplify, to improve and give more im­ 
portance to county exhibits, by equalizing 
conditions and making just and fair com­ 
petition between them. 


THE PR0F0SED PRESS ' FRANCHISE.” 


devise a System by w hich the country press can 
be enfranchised and em ancipated, its resulting 
independence w ill be a most potent factor in 
th e progress of the State. It is a great factor 
now, but it is because of self-sacrifice and un re­ 
qu ited public spirit on the part oi the m en who 
conduct it. 
Let earnest inquiry be m ade, some system ot 
rates established and some plan adhered to 
w hich w ill put th e business on a footing th at 
w ill do justice to the earnest m en who now give 
so m uch and get so little, w ho m ake great m en 
out o f sm all politicians and arc snarled at it j 
they ask a recognition w hich they have earned 
over and over again. 
Every other business is 
capable of receiving the benefits of organiza- i 
tion. Farm ers and fruit-growers, w ine-m akers I 
and m erchants, skilled and unskilled labor, all 
feel the benefits of com pact and association. 
T he country press stands alone, outside of all 1 
the m odem processes for th e protection of its 
interests, th e shelter of its prices and the hold­ 
ing of its benefits to a proper relation w ith the 
volum e of its business. We hope th a t the m at­ 
ter w ill not be forgotten, but the value of a 
guild w ill be proved, and one of the m ain 
agencies of intelligence w ill bring prudence to 
the rescue of its fortunes. 
This really covers the subject but still 
it may be added that the fact that with­ 
out organization the country press has no 
franchise, is the ground-work upon which 
the scheming proceeds that keeps the 
country newspaper forever in the toils of 
the average advertising agent, and the 
slave of communities that do not reward 
the laborers who serve them. 
If, there­ 
fore, organization can be secured that will 
prevent the 
possibility 
of one paper 
being used to cut another’s throat, not 
only the interior press but the interior 
communities will be benefited. It is to 
the interest of the towns and cities of the 
interior to be represented by strong, ener­ 
getic, clean, self-respecting newspapers, 
since by their press the communities of 
men are very much judged. 
About the 
worst thing that can happen to a town is 
to be the almoner of charity to a weak, 
threadbare, indecisive, fearful and tremu­ 
lous newspaper. We believe that the re­ 
cent 
convention 
formulated the plan 
which, with amending that may be nec­ 
essary, will be accepted by the country 
press when submitted to it by the com­ 
mission appointed to prepare all the de­ 
tails, and set the wheels of the new ma­ 
chinery in motion. 
Once accepted, the 
success of the scheme will simply depend 
upon the good faith, manly instincts and 
courage of those who sign the compact. 
Adhered to for a single year, there never 
will be any departure from it, since it pro­ 
ceeds upon the theory that those whose 
interests are mutual, should stand together 
in commanding the enjoyment of a nat­ 
ural right and refusing to deny it to each 
other. The result will be, in the press, 
a tone of independence, a freedom of 
spirit and a crispness, vigor, brightness, 
force and influence among men, that the 
country paper has not now, and never will 
have, so long as it labors at cross purposes 
with itself. The benefits of this new or­ 
ganization will be reaped, we repeat, more 
by the people of the country than by the 
press owners, and this fact is one of the 
most potent in moving us to sympathize 
with the new effort—for generally a busi­ 
ness cla«s that permits its own guns to be 
turned upon itself without even a protest, 
is not entitled to much sympathy. 


S e n s a t io n a l journalism has developed 
anew its infamy. Two reporters lor a 
Chicago paper, that of course justified and 
stimulated them to the act, saturated cotton 
cloth with blood and placed it in the cot­ 
tage where Dr. Cronin was murdered. 
This led the officials off upon a false scent, 
and some months of time and energy have 
thus been expended in a wrong direction, 
while the real criminals have improved 
the opportunity to cover their own tracks 
and possibly make good their escape. The 
chemical test of the blood now proves that 
it is not human, but was taken from a pig. 
The result is, that to save the prosecution 
from total defeat, the reporters have come 
forward and confessed the trick they per­ 
petrated to give their paper the first 
“news” of a “sensation” in the Cronin 
mystery. The two rascals ought to be se­ 
verely punished. In misleading the offi­ 
cers they really became parliceps criminis, 
and ought to be prosecuted as accomplices 
after the fact. Suppose that their scurvy 
deceit in the interests of the meanest of 
ambitions, newspaper “scooping,” had mil­ 
itated against an innocent defendant, and 
had secured his conviction, and that death 
had intervened and removed the witnesses to 
the deceit, a blameless life,or two or three, 
would have been sacrificed to satisfy the 
craving of vicious journalism for sensation. 
We agree with the Alta California in its 
views on the subject, when it says of the 
reporters: “Their act was as distinctly in 
obstrnction of justice and in aid of the 
murderers as if it had been concerted be­ 
tween them and the slayers. 
It belongs to 
that class of newspaper enterprise which is 
an offense and a menace to society.” 


T he San Francisco Chronicle takes up 
the cudgels against the Colusa Herald be­ 
cause the latter reads the metropolitan 
press a deserved lesson concerning the 
prominence it gives to slogging matches, 
and because of which the Herald thinks 
metropolitan journalism is morally charge­ 
able for the killing of Jackson by Ahearn. 
The San Francisoo paper replies that the 
judgment is unjust, since it is the duty of 
the press to publish the news. 
“If men 
will fight, the press must record the fact," 
exclaims the Chronicle. 
That is an old 
and 
threadbare excuse for 
promoting 
many an evil. The truth is, while men 
will fight, it is not tl.e office of the 
press to encourage them by the sensational 
manner in which it records the fact. 
It is 
one thing to print the news of the day— 
it is quite another to so gloss and pad it; 
to make it so prominent, and give to it so 
much of importance, that an 
appetite, 
morbid and demoralizing, is created for 
vicious news, thus fostering the very thing 
the press should condemn. 


Th e San Francisco Call discovers that 
slowly but surely the press of the country 
is coming around right in its judgment 
concerning the interstate commerce law 
and its effect upon American roads driven 
into unequal and uufair competition with 
the Canadian Pacific. 
It could scarcely 
be otherwise. The equities of the Ameri­ 
can transcontinental roads in that issne 
are so pronounced and clear, that it is im­ 
possible lor the press to reach any other 
conclusion than this, that if the protec­ 
tion doctrine is worth anything at all, it 
must be invoked for the shielding of 
American roads from the commercial con­ 
quest the Candian Pacific seeks to make 
of American courier business. 


of the spot where the fair was held ought 
to have known that the attendance was 
larger at the recent exposition than for 
many years past; that the door receipts ex­ 
ceeded those of any one of the preceding 
ten years ; that the farmers were here in 
larger numbers than usual. 
But there 
was a grati.ying absence ot the undesirable 
class upon the streets; tewer of the “ ruff 
scuff” of communities attending than for 
years. Had the Gazette editor been ob­ 
servant, he would have noted the lact that 
more strangers were in Sacramento the 
last two weeks than on the occasion of 
any fair for a decade, and that the great 
mass of them were from the rural districts. 
They came to see the fair, not to squander 
iheir money. The mistake our contempo­ 
rary made was that he took the street in­ 
dications as evidence of the attendance at 
the fair. 


OYSTERS ON TREES. 


B iv a lv e s G ro w in g o n M a n g ro v e s D ow n 
in H o n d u ra * . 
^ 
[From Forest and Stream .] 
Business recently called me to Hondu­ 
ras, and I have just now returned well 
pleased with my trip. 
I have often heard of oysters growing 
on the trunks and branches of trees—^ 
groves of living green umbrageous trees, 
with oysters growing upon them—and my 
friend and I set aside one day to investi­ 
gate the fact. Our dory cut the water like 
a knife and slipped along rapidly, with 
hardly a ripple in her wake, and in about 
half an hour we had left the sight of the 
town, with its convent and shipping and 
soldiers’ barracks away behind us. 
We were then nearly abreast of an island 
called Moho Caye. The front of it is em­ 
bowered in graceful cocoanut trees, and the 
back part trends off into swamp and iscov- 
ered with a dense growth of the red man­ 
grove. 
This mangrove tree grows in 
either fresh or salt water swamps, and 
even in water three or four feet deep. The 
limbs of the trees send shoots or roots 
down into the water, and thus a thicket of 
mangroves is a matted mass of trunks and 
limbs and roots. 
On these limbs and 
trunks and roots, deep down under the 
surface of the water, cling bunches and 
single oysters, and thus are formed the 
the oyster groves I had heard of. The 
leaves of these trees are of a beautiful dark 
green, and the swamp islands from a dis­ 
tance look like fairy bowers. 
We jioled our dory around to the south 
of the island, but could not get very near, 
as we were scraping bottom all the time’. 
We passed over numerous oyster beds 
while doing so, and with an ordinary rake, 
which had 
been provided, we hauled 
aboard a lot of the oysters. They were 
small and fiat, and the shell looked more 
like a flat clam than an oyster. But the 
inside tasted all right, and our boatman 
swallowed that down with a relish. 
I did 
not care much for them myself, except as 
curiosities, for the mud that stuck to them 
did not smell appetizing. 
Bliff turned his 
nose up and would not touch them. 
I was anxious to get some of the speci­ 
mens growing on the green limbs, with 
leaves attached, but we could not get near 
enough to the trees, for our cutter-canoe 
drew no less than three feet. Our boat­ 
man would not go overboard after them, as 
he said sharks were too plentiful, so after 
spending an hour or two pottering around, 
we pulled up stakes and passed to the 
south of the town and around a point called 
Tela’s Folly. Here we passed more oyster 
beds, and in approaching the shore found 
good hard bottom. 
There were some mangrove trees in the 
water, isolated from those on the hanks, 
and by taking in all sail and by working 
around with a pushpole, we managed to 
get near them. 
W ith cutlass in hand our 
boatman stripped and jumped overboard, 
and in a little while he brought us some 
fair specimens of limbs with oysters at­ 
tached, but he had hardly returned on 
board when two shark fins were seen cut­ 
ting the water over the spot where he had 
been chopping. 


QUAKER MARTYRS. 


R e lig io u s P e rs e c u tio n in W a le s T w o C e n ­ 
tu r ie s A go. 
The venerable Rev. Dr. B. W. Chidlaw 
is on a visit to Wales, and writes as fol­ 
lows to the Cincinnati Commercial Gazette 
from Dolgelley: 
Two centuries ago the religious teachings 
of W illiam I’enn reached the inhabitants 
of thsee secluded glens, were examined, 
believed and accepted by a sufficient num­ 
ber to form a society and to build a meet­ 
ing-house. 
Witnessing for 
truth 
and 
righteousness, and growing in numbers, 
aroused the persecuting spirit of the clergy 
of the established church, who secured the 
aid of the civil magistracy to suppress the 
pestilent heresy and the godly example of 
these true and faithful disciples of Christ, 
a thorn in their flesh, and a swift witness 
against the prevailing vices and ungodli­ 
ness of the times, which they made no 
special and effectual effort to discourage 
or suppress. Suffering from persecution, 
many of these Quaker families emigrated 
to Pennsylvana and settled near Philadel­ 
phia. 
In an old interesting book, “A Collection 
of Memorials Concerning 
the 
People 
Called Quakers,” printed in Philadelphia 
originally, but reprinted in London, 1788, 
loaned by a friend. 
I find many facts 
illustrating the principles, character and 
sufferings of these good people who lived 
in the vicinity of this town; and by a per­ 
sonal visit to their old meeting-house and 
cemetery my interest has been deepened, 
hollowing an up-hill and winding road 
three miles, we reached, on the mountain­ 
side, a 
farm-house, called “Tyddyn-v- 
Gareg” (rock farm), an old, antiquated, 
dilapidated building, where two hundred 
years ago a Quaker family lived, and near 
which is the old Quaker graveyard, sur­ 
rounded by a stone wall five feet high. 
The graves are unmarked, but there are 
several head stones of recent date, with 
Welsh inscriptions. 
The last Quaker bur­ 
ial was some fifty years ago. 
The meeting-house, 30x25 feet, of rough 
stone, gray with age, is a little distance 
from the graveyard. 
It is now called 
“ Tabor,” and used as a house of worship 
by the Congregationalists. 
Between this 
sacred spot and the town is a hill farm 
called “ Bryn M awr” (great hill), where 
an ancient and esteemed Quaker named 
Rowland Lilis lived. He was born in 1650, 
and, “ convinced of the truth” in 1672, 
united with the Quaker Society, and on 
account 
of his tes'imony suffered five 
years of imprisonment. 
Iri 1680 this true 
disciple of William Penn, because he 
would not violate his conscience by taking 
the oath of allegiance, was arrested. The 
Judges before whom he appeared and 
stoutly refused, condemned him to suffer a 
long imprisonment, and said: 
“ That in 
case the Quakers refused the second time 
to take the oath, they should lie proceeded 
ngainst as traitors, the men hanged and 
quartered and the women burned.” 
Rowland F.ilis, released from prison in 
1686, went to Pennsylvania, bought land a 
few miles out of Philadelphia, and came 
back for his family. He called Ids new 
home after the farm on which he had lived 
in Wales, “Bryn Mawr,” which is now the 
name of a station, with beautiful surround­ 
ings, a few' ndles out on the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. 
Rowland Ellis was a minister, 
distinguished for his piety aud service, an 
able advocate for civil 
and 
religious 
liberty, the doctrines and discipline of so­ 
ciety, and the best interests of humanity. 
He died at the house of his son-in-law, 
John Evans, in 1726, was buried at the 
Plymouth burying ground, and of whom it 
is said, “He rests, enjoying the reward of 
the righteous, and his works follow him.”

SELECTION OF JURORS. 


T h e C lass o f M en O b ta in e d in th e C ro n in 
C a se. 
[From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat 1 
It is desirable, of course, that juries 
shall in all cases be composed of disinter­ 
ested and unprejudiced men. This is par­ 
ticularly true as to trial for m urder; and 
the Courts are bound to see that a prisoner 
is not wronged on the one hand nor so­ 
ciety on the other by improper selections. 
But is the prevailing practice such as to 
secure the best results ? The Cronin case 
at Chicago presents the question in an in­ 
teresting light, and makes it a timely one 
for discussion. 
It is very evident that the 
accused parties in this instance are de­ 
termined to have a jury which shall know 
as little as possible, and to a certain ex­ 
tent the law favors their desire. 
In the 
nature of things, it is practically impossi­ 
ble to obtain jurors who have not read and 
talked of a case about which so much has 
been published. 
If men of that kind ex­ 
ist, they must be marvels of ignorance; 
and yet the task of selection proceeds 
upon the theory, apparently, that thev are 
to be found, and that when found 'they 
will be most competent for this grave anil 
difficult service. 
In the ordinary affairs of 
life intelligent familiarity with a subject 
is rated as the best proof of fitness to render 
a just and proper judgment upon i t ; but 
when a monstrous crime is to he judicially 
investigated, this rule is singularly re­ 
versed, and stupidity becomes the highest 
qualification. 
There is not a man of average intelli­ 
gence within the jurisdiction of the Chi­ 
cago Court, it is safe to say, who has failed 
to absorb the general history of the Cronin 
case. 
But this does not signify that all 
such citizens have formed opinions or 
prejudices which would prevent them 
from dealing honestly and fairly in the 
capacity of jurors. 
Very manv of them, 
perhaps, entertain certain theories as to 
the motives of the crime, and possibly as 
to the guilt or innocence of those who are 
about to be tried. These theories are not 
fixed beliefs, however, and do not imply a 
disposition to render a verdict contrary to 
the evidence. The majority of men re­ 
gard a juror’s obligation very solemnly, 
and aim to do justice regardless of precon­ 
ceived impressions. They only ask that 
the facts shall be givea to them in a dis­ 
tinct and reliable form; and surely an in­ 
telligent man is more trustworthy than an 
ignorant one where the value of testimony 
is to be determined. 
The Courts are in­ 
clined to respect this obviouslv correct 
view more than they formerly'did, but 
they have not yet fully adopted it. Old 
precedents and traditions stiil influence 
them too much in the matter. They are 
still too patient with processes of selection 
which give weak juries where strong ones 
are particularly desirable. The result is 
that the course of justice is obstructed and 
often defeated, to the reproach of the law 
and the detriment of society. 
It is not 
true that the most indifferent or common­ 
place person makes the most satisfactory 
juror. That is an exploded superstition; 
and the sooner we get rid of it altogether 
the better for all the interests involved in 
the trial of criminal cases.

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STAGE 
ROBBER 
CAPTURED. 


HE COMES TO SEE THE FAIE, BUT WILL 
NOT COME AGAIN. 


D eputy Conntable Flck Stum bles Over 
the Forest H ill Stage Stopper 
and A rrests H im . 


On the 2d of this month the Forest Hill 
stage, which runs from Auburn, Placer 
county, to Forest Hill, was “held up’’ by a 
lone highwayman about five miles from 
Auburn. 
Five passengers were aboard, but the 
disciple of Claude Duval did not molest 
them, being satisfied with the contents of 
Wells, Fargo & Co.’s treasure-box, which 
contained considerable money. After 
emptying the box the robber placed in it a 
note addressed to J. B. Hume, the express 
company’s Vidocq, and threw it back upon 
the stage, at the same time ordering the 
driver to “git'’ as fast as he could. The 
note contained the highwayman's sarcastic 
compliments to Hume, and defying the 
latter’s efforts to capture the perpetrator of 
the robbery. No signature was added, but 
the whole was an imitation of Black Bart’s 
terse missives. 
The matter was of course reported to the 
Sheriff of Placer county and the Consta­ 
bles, as well as to Wells, Fargo & Co.’s 
office at San Francisco. 
Detective Hume investigated, but could 
find no clue regardisg the highwayman, 
either as to his identity or his whereabouts. 
“Black Bart at his old tricks again,” was 
what some of the newspapers suggested, 
but many of the residents of Auburn and 
vicinity attributed the robbery to the no­ 
torious Sharp, whose depredations had 
been frequently heard of in that section 
before. 
The matter had almost been lost sight of 
when the suspicious actions of a man, 
known as Henry Williamson, attracted the 
attention of the authorities at Auburn. 
His appearance tallied exactly with the dis- 
cription given by the pasEengers of the 
robber, and his arrest was decided upon. 
But Williamson got wind of their inten­ 
tion in some manner, and suddenly dis­ 
appeared, nobody knew where. All efforts 
to trail him proved of no avail for some 
time. 
Williamson, it now develops, came to 
this city, and took in the fair. So did some 
Placer county people. He was recognized, 
and word was sent to Auburn to that ef­ 
fect. Deputy Constable H. L. Fick of that 
place at once repaired to Sacramento, and 
began his search. 
The deputy could find no trace of his 
man at all and was about to give up hope 
and go home. 
Yesterday afternoon, however, Fick was 
strolling down J street deploring his bad 
luck, and was just about to cross Eighth 
street when who should he bump into but 
Williamson. It is needless to say that the 
deputy “pounced” upon his man and es­ 
corted him to the City Prison for safe-keep­ 
ing. He was booked en route to Auburn. 
Fick naturally feels very jubilant over 
his capture, as there are rewards offered by 
the State and the express company amount­ 
ing to $ 1 600. He says there is no doubt 
that Williamson is the man who robbed 
the Forest Hill stage, and is confident that 
he can be successfully prosecuted. 
The prisoner stoutly maintained that he 
was innocent, and assured the officer that 
it was a case of mistaken identity. He said 
he had no objection to going back to Au­ 
burn with the Constable or to standing 
trial, as he says his acquittal is certain. 
Williamson is a medium sized man, about 
thirty years old. He was dressed in a plain 
suit of dark clothes, wears a heavy black 
moustache and a large slouch hat. "

prisoner last night.

the navigation of the rivers of the Slate. 
The work will necessnrily take a longtime, 
as the engineers engaged must find time to 
pursue their investigations without inter­ 
fering with their regular duties. The next 
point to be investigated is the condition of 
the 8acramento river and its tributaries. 
The last authentic report was made about 
ten years since, and this week several par­ 
ties will be sent out with instructions to 
make a careful survey of these streams and 
determine wbat changes have taken place 
since the last report. The reports from 
these surveying parties will show the depth 
of water, amount of filling and sediment, 
debris held in suspension, etc., and will 
enable the United 8tates Engineering Corps 
to form some idea of the present condition 
of these waterways. This work will prob­ 
ably be finished in a few weeks, but the 
final report of the Commission to Congress 
will not be ready for some time to come. 
CANTOE’S CHECK. 
It w as Bogus, and H e M ust Go to ’Frisco 
for Trial. 
A man named John Cantor was arrested 
on K street by police officers Kider and 
8immons yesterday and locked up in the 
City Prison on a charge of obtaining money 
under false pretenses. 
It was about one year ago when he pre­ 
sented his check on the California Bank to 
J. A. Crawford, the proprietor of a billiard 
hall on Eddy street in San Francisco, in 
payment of a small debt which he had 
contracted. The check called for several 
hundred dollars, but as Cantor bad gained 
the reputation of being a “blood,” and was 
supposed to be in affluent circumstances, 
Crawford did not hesitate to cash the 
check and turn the money over to 
Cantor, only withholding what was 
due him. The next day Crawford 
presented the check at the California 
Bank, but the Cashier refused to cash it for 
the very good reason that no such man as 
Cantor had any money on deposit there. 
Crawford realized that he had been swin­ 
dled, and reported the matter to the police. 
Warrants were at O D ce issued for Cantor’s 
arrest, but that worthy had departed for 
parts unknown, and nothing could be 
learned as to his whereabouts. 
Last week Crawford visited this city and 
took in the races. While sauntering about 
the park, in the vicinity of the pool-boxes, 
he suddenly espied his old friend Cantor in 
the crowd, in the company of a party of 
turfmen. 
Crawford left the park without being 
seen by Cantor, and hastened to the police- 
station and informed the officers of the 
matter. It was necessary to telegraph to 
San Francisco for the warrants for Cantor, 
so Crawford had to keep himself “shady’” 
until they arrived. When they did arrive 
a search was made for Cantor, but he could 
not be found. It was thought that he had 
left town, and the search was about to be 
given np. He had not left town, though. 
He was seen in the vicinity of the Western 
Hotel, and officers Rider and Simmons 
grabbed him. 
Word was immediately sent to Chief 
Crowley, of San Francisco, and that offi­ 
cial has detailed an officer to come up and 
take charge of the elusive Cantor. 
PEOBABLY A MISTAKE. 
Heflernan Not Thought to be Implicated 
in the Cronin AQair. 
The announcement in the dispatches 
yesterday that J. J. Heflernan, of this city, 
was supposed to be one of the accessories 
to the murder of Dr. Cronin, in Chicago 
caused quite a sensation here. Heflernan 
is well known here, and is at present in the 
employ of Hale Brothers. The general 
belief is that the whole matter is a mistake. 
Chief of Police Lee said yesterday that 
he was confident that there was no founda­ 
tion whatever for the sensational story. 
“ I have known this young man for a 
long time,” said he, “and I know that he 
has not been away from Sacramento. I 
think he has lived here for ten years.” 
The Chief also stated that he recently re­ 
ceived a dispatch from Chief of Police 
Hubbard, of Chicago, asking for a descrip­ 
tion and a photograph of Heffernan. A de­ 
scription was sent, but no photograph. 
This did not satisfy Hubbard, evidently, 
and yesterday the following dispatch was 
received from him : 
Chicago, September 22,1889. 
Timothy Lee, Chief of Police, Sacramento : Send 
photograph of Heffernan, by all means. Don't 
let him get away, as we may want him. 
Gkobge \V. Hcbbabd, Chief cf Police. 
Heffernan considers the whole matter a 
joke, and it does not seem to trouble him 
much. He laughed heartily when shown 
the above dispatch. “Well,” he said, “ if 
they want me, I'm right here. There’s no 
danger of my running away.” He states 
that he has not been away from Sacra­ 
mento in a long time, and has not been in 
Chicago for years. 
The desired photograph will in all pro­ 
bability be sent, aDd that will very likely 
end the matter—at least that is the prevail­ 
ing opinion among the police officials.

CHURCH FACTIONS. 


T h e C atholics iu R ed Raíce F alls D is­ 
agree—The Church Burned. 
R ep Lake F alls (Minn.),September 22d. 
—St. Joseph’s Catholic Church was discov­ 
ered on fire lost night at midnight, and be­ 
fore the llames were gotten under control 
the church and contents were totally de­ 
stroyed. This fire is the sequel to the in­ 
tensely bitter fight which has been raging 
between the French and German Catholics 
of Polk county for the past bíx months. 
The fire was inoendiary, as the men who 
were the first to the scene claim they saw a 
three-gallon can of oil underneath the 
altar. 
The Catholics here are much affected over 
it. 
Each faction claims the other guilty of 
the crime. 
Rev. Father Moriel, who was at first sus­ 
pected by his enemies, was at the West Side 
for three hours previous and at the time of 
the discovery, and bo he is disproven of 
any personal part in the affair. 
A feeling of depression pervades the 
whole Catholic community. Bishop Ire­ 
land is severely censured for his laggardly 
attention to the troubles here. He was ex­ 
pected to show a more statesmanlike atti­ 
tude in the matter. 


CALIFORNIA FRUIT, 


A F riendly A rticle in a New York Paper 
on th e Product o f Our Orchards. 
New Y ork, September 22d.—The Sun 
to-day printed a column article concern­ 
ing the sales of California fruit in the East. 
A friendly tone is manifested. It says that 
California fruit brings twice and thrice 
more than domestic fruit. 
The California fruit trade in this city has 
increased over tenfold in three years, and 
the product of Pacific slope orchards and 
vineyards is now competing with the do­ 
mestic product and beating it out of its 
boots, so to speak, in spite of 2,500 miles of 
disadvantage under which 
Californians 
labor in comparison with local growers. 
But one great thing in favor of California 
fruit is the way in which it is packed. If 
the “yellows’1 cannot be cured the Del­ 
aware peach orchards ara to be moved, and 
California fruit will take the place of Del­ 
aware.

DOUBLE 
MURDER. 


Seely H opkins M urders H is W ife and 
M other-in-law . 
B f.llefokte (I’a.), September 22d.—At 
Phillipsburg to-day Seely Hopkins, aged 
25, shot and killed both his wife and 
mother-in-law, and then made an unsuc­ 
cessful attempt to kill himself. Hopkins 
was engaged in numerous quarrels with 
his wite during the past two or three 
months. 
Two weeks age he left home, returning 
yesterday. 
They had another quarrel this 
morning, when Hopkin3 shot his wife 
dead. 
He then rushed to the third story, 
where his mother-in-law was, and shot her, 
too, killing h<r instantly. 
Hopkins then 
went to a neighboring livery stable, where 
he attempted to kill himself, firing two 
shots at his head, but doing little damage. 
When taken into custody a letter was 
found in his pocket accusing his wife of 
infidelity. 


DESPERATE NEGRO. 


H e R esiste A rrests and Is F illed F ull of 
Load. 
K ansas City (Mo.), September 22d.— A 
special to the Journal from Miami, Mo., 
says : 
A constable of this (own was called 
upon last night to arrest Whitfield Powell 
for threatening to kill a white man with 
whom he had quarrelled. 
Powell was 
known to be a desperate character, and the 
constable swore in two deputies to assist 
him in making the arrest. When the of­ 
ficers arrived at Powell’s house thev found 
the doors and windows barricad'd They at­ 
tempted to break in, but Powell fired sev­ 
eral shots through the door with a revolver 
and drove the officers away. This morn­ 
ing the constable renewed the attack,assisted 
by a posse of armed deputies. 
Powell 
opened fire 011 them and held them at bay 
for a time, •lightly wounding two of the 
officers. 
Finally the front door of the bar­ 
ricaded house was broken in and a volley 
of shots fired at the negro. Two of them 
took effect, one in the leg and one in the 
shoulder. He was arrested and locked up. 


STRONG LANGUAGE. 


A Colored Man W ho A sks P rotection to 
Life and Property, 
W heeling (W. Va.), September 22d.— 
Yesterday was a great day with the col­ 
ored people of Martin’s Ferry, Ohio, the 
occasion being the celebration of Emanci­ 
pation Day. The street parade and picnic 
were tbp features of the day. Professor 
Henry Lee of Oberlin, 
Ohio, was the 
principal orator. It speaking of the recent 
Southern outrages, he said, among other 
things: 
“i say that if the violence done to 
women and children and the burning of 
school houses snd churches, and the mur­ 
der of defenseless men and women, and 
many other outrages done to our people in 
the .South be not prevented by the strong 
arm of the Administration, nor disap­ 
proved by word of condemnation from the 
party of our choice, iliat the colored man's 
devotion to the party of the present Ad­ 
ministration and the long suffering and 
forbearance of our people may be changed 
to hate, and striking out in self-defense in 
some other qua ter.” 


CAMP SCHOFIELD. 


G etting tlse Troops R eady for a Great 
Slnuu B attle, 
A rkansas City (Kan ), September 22d.— 
This 
morning the Oklahoma Battalion 
arrived at Camp Schofield from the Okla­ 
homa country, consisting of Companies G 
and K. of the Eighteenth Infantry ; Com­ 
pany K, of the Tenth Infantry; Company 
H, of the Thirteenth Infantry; and L 
Troop of Fifth Cavalry. 
Camp Schofield is rapidly assuming a 
warlike appearance. All of the compa­ 
nies will be there by to-morrow. Ih e 
4,000 soldiers are to be divided iuto defense 
and attacking parties, and a sham battle 
will be the order of the day for three 
weeks to come. Many visitors are arriv­ 
ing to witness the maneuvers. This even­ 
ing seven troops of the Fifth Cavalry and 
three troops of tire Seventh Cavalry ar­ 
rived. 


SILVER COINAGE. 


Colorado Mining E irlm age Looking to 
th« Coinage o f Silver. 
D bnvek 
(Cot.), 
September 22d.—The 
Colorado 
Mining 
Exchange 
yesterday 
adopted a resolution to investigate the con­ 
stitutionality of the Act restricting the coin­ 
age of silver, and appointed a committee of 
three, consisting of Messrs. Wynkoop, Gil­ 
lespie and Westonal!, prominent mine- 
owners, with authority to employ the 
necessary legal counsel. 
The committee purpose to visit the mint 
at Philadelphia with 100 ounces of silver, 
and demand it be coined into dollars. 
This being refused, they will bring suit 
against the Director of the Mint for dam­ 
ages, thus bringing the subject to the atten­ 
tion of the United States Supreme Court. 


H E “ HIT" THE FIFE . 


A Fatal Experim ent W ith the Drug in a 
Chine»*- Joint. 
B u tte (M. T ), September 22d.—P. M. 
Matthews, senior member of the firm of 
Matthews Bros. A Herrick, railroad con­ 
tractors of St. Paul, met his death early 
yesterday morning from an experiment 
with opiutn smoking. 
The facts of the 
case, as told by T. C. Krech, of Minneapo­ 
lis, book keeper for the firm mentioned, at 
the inquest are as follows ; 
Mr. Matthews 
hail never attempted to use the drug, but 
had heard a good deal about its effects and 
had often expressed a desire to experiment 
with the smoking, just merely to get an 
idea of its effects. The firm has the con­ 
tract for all the bridge constructing and 
track-laying on the Homesfake route of the 
Northern Pacific 
The washing for the 
camp outfit was done by a Chinaman. Ai 
Chung, and h« heard of Matthews’ desire 
to make a trial of opium-smoking, snd 
promised to gratify it if he would come up 
to bis cabin near the Parrot smelter. 
Accordingly at 7:30 o’clock last evening 
Matthews went up Jo the Chinaman’s 


cabin, accompanied by Mr. Krecb, for the 
parpóse of smoking opium. The China­ 
man wanted Matthews to come some other 
time, as he had no fresh opium, but only 
stuff that had been once used, and there­ 
fore was not so strong. Mr. Matthews said 
that hsving come up there for the purpose 
he would take whatever the Chinaman 
had. 
Accordingly Ah Chung set to work to 
prepare the opium and at about 6 o’clock 
Mr. Matthews began to smoke. 
After 
smoking about four pipes he informed Mr. 
Krech that a delicious languor was creep­ 
ing over him and described his sensation 
as those of great pleasure. 
H e continued 
to smoke until he had consumed ten or 
twelve pipes of the deadly drug. He con­ 
tinued to talk in a half-reasonable, half- 
fantastical manner until about 10 o’clock, 
when he ceased to smoke. About fifteen 
minutes alter smoking the last pipe he be­ 
came stupid and Mr. Krech and the China­ 
man began their efforts to arouse him. The 
Chinaman gave him some Chinese gin, 
which he drank, and then Ah Chung told 
Krech he would soon wake up all right. 
After waiting till 12 o’clock Mr. Krech 
fell asleep and slept till 2 o’clock, when he 
was aroused by the Chinaman, who said 
he conld not hear Matthews breathe any 
more. Terribly alarmed, Mr. Krech ex­ 
amined the body, but could discover no 
signs of life. He hastened to summon a 
physician and the brother of deceased, 
W. S. Matthews, who was in the camp. 
On returning to the cabin they found that 
all effort was useless, as Mr. Matthews was 
dead. Deceased was 49 years of age. He 
leaves a widow and three children living in 
Minneapolis. Mrs. Matthews is in delicate 
health. Mr. Matthews was wealthy. The 
Chinaman and his wife, keepers of the 
“joint” are under arrest. 


M AJOR M ERRILL. 


Ho is N ot a C andidate—A Loyal Friend 
to Corporal Tanner. 
B oston (Mass ), September 22d.—The 
libelous sensational dispatch widely tele­ 
graphed from Boston throughout the coun­ 
try Thursday night, purporting to be an 
interview with Insurance Commissioner 
Major George S. Merrill, charging Corporal 
Tanner with drunkenness and malfeasance 
in office, turns out to have been a fake, and 
is to-day repudiated by the Boston press. 
Major Merrill is highly indignant,and begs 
leave through the California Associated 
Press correspondent to notify his old com­ 
rades in arms in your vicinity who may 
have seen the dispatch of the following in 
reference to the ex-Pension Commissioner 
and the facts brought out in his investiga­ 
tion: "Corporal Tanner suffers constant 
agony from his numerous wounds and has 
to resort to opiates to deaden the pain; 
nevertheless his disposition remains genial 
and generous, and all stories of his being 
seen intoxicated are lies. The investiga­ 
tion discovered nothing in his department 
to implicate his honesty in the slightest, 
and there existed no conspiracy, as alleged, 
among his subordinates as reported. Gen­ 
eral Uosecrans will not lose his position, 
nor has Tanner been offered i t ; neither did 
the President ever offer the Pension Office 
to me, but Major Warner will accept it 
finally. The Corporal will be taken care 
of.” 
The story sent around the country seems 
to have been simply for the sake of the 
pecuniary compensation thereby obtained. 
Both the President and Corporal Tanner 
exonerated Major Merrill to-day. 
EyjiRA (N. Y.), September22d.—The H. 
C. Hoffman Post, Grand Army of the Re­ 
public, unanimously adopted resolutions 
in condemnation of the Administration for 
demanding the resignation “of our honest 
and honorable comrade, James Tanner, of 
whose integrity and loyalty there can be 
no question.” 


TANNER’S SUCCESSOR. 


Secretary N oble R efuses to State W hom 
it W ill B e. 
W ashington, September 
22d. — There 
have been no further developments here as 
to who will succeed Tanner as Commis­ 
sioner of Pensions. Secretary Noble still 
continues in refusing to be interviewed or 
of stating plainly whether or not Major 
Warner will accept. In fact, his refusal to 
answer this last has greatly strengthened 
the belief that Warner has accepted the place 
and has gone to his home in Kansas City 
Jo settle up his private affairs to that end. 
This opinion is readily accepted, and the 
friends of the other candidates have let 
down in their work. 


BARNARD’S 
W ILL. 


D isposition o f H is E slate—H is W ife W ell 
Cared For. 
N ew Y ork, September 22d.—The will of 
the late President Barnard, of Columbia 
College, has been admitted to probate. Bar­ 
nard gives the astronomical apparatus to 
his wife for life ; thereafter to the college. 
All the books his wife cares for are left to 
her, the rest to go to the college. The 
estate goes to his wife in trust for her life 
time, with subsequent small bequests to 
relatives, and the remainder to Columbia 
College. 
Of the funds, $10,000 is to found a Bar­ 
nard college fellowship for encouraging 
scientific research, the income to support 
an alumnus of school of mines. 
A gold medal, to be known as the “ Bar­ 
nard medal,” is to be cast, and a copy of 
the medal to be awarded at stated periods 
to the person who shall have made such 
discovery of physical and astronomical 
science, or such novel application of science 
to purposes beneficial to the human race as 
in the judgment of the National Academy 
of Science in the United States shall be 
deemed most worthy of such honor. 


IN D IA N TERRITORY. 


Talk o f O rganizing it as a State and A sk­ 
ing for A<lmission. 
M uskogee (I. T.), September ;22d.—The 
Congressional delegation visited Muskogee 
Court yesterday morning, and afterwards 
they were driven several miles into the 
country. 
In the afternoon they were ban­ 
queted, and later, severa! hundred Creeks 
assembled to hear the speakers. Mr. Man­ 
sur said that the future policy of the Gov­ 
ernment would be against making any 
more treaties with Indians, but contracts 
simply, as the Government did not wish to 
bind itself to any future policy toward the 
Indians. 
The power of the Mnskogee 
Court should be enlarged. 
Congressmen Perkins,Bakerand Springer 
disabused the minds of the Creeks that 
they desired to take their land. They ad­ 
monished them to organize as a State and 
be admitted 
into the Union. 
General 
Pleasant Porter, one of the most promi­ 
nent of the Creeks, made a very radical 
speech, declaring that the time had come 
when his race should live outside of their 
prejudices and welcome the high civiliza­ 
tion of the white man. 
He favored ad­ 
mission into the Union and thus acquire 
all the rights of American citizenship. 


KNIGHTS OK 
LABOR. 


Tlieir Cash-Rox is Em pty—Pow derly W ill 
R esign. 
Pittsburg, September 22d.—The Leader 
publishes a story to the effect that the en­ 
tire Executive Board of Knights of Labor 
has been suspended because of there being 
no money in the general treasury to pay 
their salaries; also, that the general lectur­ 
ers, with the possible exception of Wright, 
have been called in for the same reason. 
Powderly is said to be preparing his resig­ 
nation, which he will present to the Gen­ 
eral Assembly in Atlanta in November, 
for the reason that he is not getting his 
salary. He will then begin the practice of 
law. 


SATISFACTION OBTAINED. 


A P eaceful Settlem ent 
o í 
D iplom atic 
C om plications. 
W ashington, September 22d.—The Gov­ 
ernments of the United States and France 
have reached a peaceful settlement of their 
diplomatic complications arising from the 
arrest and discourteous treatment of Mrs. 
Dorr, Miss Van Nostrand and another New 
York lady, by the French police authorities 
at Mentone.
